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I returned this morning the Kuwaiti Foreign Minister's 
call on you yesterday and had twenty minutes talk with him. 
He was profuse in his assurances of Anglo-Kuwaiti friendship 
but he emphasised that he was here on general Arab business 
and that the Arabs were united. He thought it very 
important that the U.K. should understand the Arab 
point of view and hinted, not very delicately, that he 
hoped they would not have to turn elsewhere; in this 
context he mentioned immediately the splendid effect 
made by Khruschev's visit to the U.A.R. He expressed 
great pleasure at the announcement from Aden of the 
programme for constitutional discussions. 

2. The only other subject that came up was that of 
pro-Zionist feeling in the U.K. on which he asked me a 
number of questions. I took the opportunity to tell him 
that there was no Zionist lobby here, as there might be in 
the United States, and that the strength of feeling 
demonstrated in the Mancroft case was rather an expression 
of general resentment at interference in what was a domestic 
question. He seemed to take pleasure at this explanation. 
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
